Dear George: 


In your capacity as a member of the President's Cabinet 
Committee to Corbat Terrorism, I wish to inform you that I 
have appointed Arbassador L. Douglas Heck Director of the 
newly structureé office to combat terrorism in the Department 
of State. Arbsassador Heck will carry the equivalent rank of 
Assistant Secreterv of State and will continue to serve as 
Coordinator cf the Cabinet Committee Working Group on Ter- 
rorism. This nev office (M/cT) replaces the office of the 
Special Assiszanz to the Secretary and Coordinator to Combat 


Terrorism (S/CCT). I am confident that this arrangement will 
provide an effeczive link between the policy and operational 


aspects of our continuing efforts in combatting terrorism. 


I believe the urgency and magnitude of the international 
terrorism probie= require a strengthening of our interdepart- 
mental machinery Gesigned to deal with this threat. Conse-. 
quently, I have asked Deputy Under Secretary for Management 
Eagleburger anc Ambassador Heck to call on you or your 
Department to exzsiore ways in which the management and coor- 
dination of ozz cverall effort to deal with acts of inter- 
national anc potential domestic terrorism can be improved. 


Under these circumstances I believe it would be to our 
mutual advantase if you woulddesignate a senior officer from 
your staff to werk directly with Ambassador Heck on a con- 
tinuing basis so that we might come to grips more fully with 
this problen.
